The third contains the Days obferv’d by the 
Church, the Aipe&s.ot the Planets and Judgments 
uf cue Weather, the Length- Increafe and Decreafe 
of Days, the rifing and letting >£ the feveri Stars^&c. 

The fourth is the Timer High 
ladelphia. (h) lignifies halt an he: aj 

The fifth is the Moon’s Place. 

The fixth is the Sun’s rifing 
derftood ; Againft the fecond Day of January ou 
fee in the 6th Column thefe Figures 7 175, which 
Ihow that the Sun riles chat Day 17 Minutes after 7, 
and lets } 7 Minutes before 5. I have ch ole to put 
the fun’s rifing and fettingforevery Day, rather vhan 
the Moon’s, becaufe of its conftant Ufe in fe tting'of 
Clocks and Watches. 

In the laft Column, with the Changes of the 
Moon, I have pin her rifing and fetting every now 
and then : If you want to know her rifing or fetting 
on any Day between thofe againft which I have 
let it, the common Rule of three Quarters of an hour 
later each Dav, will be exa£t enough to direft Peo- 
ple in their Travelling, which is the common Ufe 
that is made of it.
